THINGS: 

1. PREPARE COMPREHENSIVE REPORT FOR REVIEW AND ISSUANCE 
IN 1977. 

2. REQUEST ADDITIONAL NEW DATA FROM MEMBER STATES. 
SECRETARIAT WILL PREPARE DRAFT LETTER FOR CONSIDERATION 
AT NEXT SESSION. 

3. ESTABLISH INTERIM PROCEDURES TO HANDLE ANY REQUESTS 
RECEIVED PURSUANT TO RESOLUTION 3154 (XXVIII), BUT DEFER 
ORGANIZATION OF GROUP UNTIL SPECIFIC REQUEST RECEIVED. 
RECOGNIZED THAT MEMBERSHIP OF SUCH GROUP WOULD DEPEND 
ON NATURE OF REQUEST. ALSO GROUP WOULD PRESENT ITS 
REPORT TO COMMITTEE FOR REVIEW AND EVALUATION AT ITS 
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(E.G., CONTRACT COVERING SENDING GROUP, ETC.) FOR 
CONSIDERATION AT NEXT SESSION. COMMITTEE PLANS TO DIS 
CUSS THIS QUESTION FURTHER AT NEXT SESSION. 

4. HOLD 24TH SESSION IN NEW YORK IN SEPTEMBER 1975. 

NO SENTIMENT FOR HOLDING FURTHER MEETINGS IN VIENNA 
VIEW LACK OF FACILITIES. STRONG SUPPORT FOR CONTINUED 
ROTATION OF SESSIONS BETWEEN NEW YORK AND GENEVA SINCE 
COMMITTEE REPORTS TO GA. 

5. COMMITTEE INCLUDED FOLLOWING PARAGRAPH IN REPORT 
TO GA: ' COMMITTEE CONSIDERS THAT, IN VIEW OF DECISION 
MADE SINCE ITS LAST SESSION THAT ITS SECRETARIAT BE 
MOVED TO VIENNA, ADEQUATE FACILITIES FOR SECRETARIAT 
SHOULD BE PROVIDED IN VIENNA AT TEALY DATE IN ORDER THAT 
WORK OF COMMITTEE CAN BE EFFECTIVELY MAINTAINED. IT IS 
FURTHERMORE REQUESTED THAT IF SUCH ADEQUATE FACILITIES 
CANNOT BE QUICKLY SUPPLIED, GA CONSIDER MOVING OFFICES 
OF COMMITTEE TO SITE WHERE THEY CAN BE MADE AVAILABLE."
